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A BRIEF HISTORY 


The Amherst Town Hall was constructed in 1825, a two-story, hipped-roof 
structure made with local bricks and granite from Milford, to serve as the county 
courthouse. In 1818, a town committee recommended granting the county the 
right to build a new courthouse on the common, in front of the burying ground, 
provided the town could use the building for meetings. 


In 1828, one-story wings were added at either end to provide fireproof and 
secure storage space for county records and offices for county officials. In 1870, 
in anticipation of a title transfer to the town, a committee had recommended that 
the town enlarge the second story meeting room, raise the wings to a full two 
stores, relocate the staircase to the north wing and repair the roof. This work 
was undertaken in 1874-1875. In 1872, the selectmen were instructed to provide 
a "lock-up" room in the building for town offenders. 


Additional improvements over the next several decades included erecting the 
wooden addition in the rear (ca. 1887), installing a stage (1887) and tin ceiling 
(1904) in the meeting, replacing the wooden shingle roof with a metal roof (1889) 
and installing electric lights (1907). 


In 1982, the Town Hall was listed on National Register of Historic Places (as part 
of the Amherst Village Historic District).

You are hereby notified that the Annual Meeting of the Town of Amherst will be 
held, in accordance with “Senate Bill 2” (NH RSA 40:13). The first session, to 
transact all business other than voting, is on Wednesday, February 9, 2000 at 
7:00 p.m. at the Souhegan High School Auditorium. The second session, voting 
by official ballot at the polls is on Tuesday, March 14, 2000 at the Wilkins School 
from 7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. 


Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing terms. 


Article 2. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, on such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen deem appropriate the sum of $1,238,254 for the 
renovation to the Amherst Town Hall and the FY2001 debt service costs and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $1,200,000 of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon, or take action relative thereto. (60% 
ballot vote required) (The Selectmen unanimously recommend a yes vote.) 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, on such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen deem appropriate the sum of $206,328 for the 
repair of the Town owned steeple on the Congregational Church of Amherst and 
the FY2001 debt service costs and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
$200,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, or take action 
relative thereto. (60% ballot vote required) (The Selectmen unanimously 
recommend a yes vote.) 


Article 4. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $515,963 for the 
purchase and the FY2001 debt service costs of such municipal land, buildings or 


property interests therein as the Selectmen deem appropriate and in the best 
interest of the Town and to authorize the issuance of not more than $500,000 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
(RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon with the 
balance to be raised by taxation provided, nevertheless, that the Selectmen shall 
not conclude any such purchase unless and until they have presented to either 
an annual or special town meeting, a warrant article asking the meeting to ratify, 
by a simple majority vote, the particular parcel chosen by the Selectmen for 
purchase, provided nevertheless that this appropriation shall expire, if not 
implemented within fiscal year 2001 or take action relative thereto (60% ballot 
vote required).

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $6,100,075? Should this article be defeated, 
the operating budget shall be $5,692,079 which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law, the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only.

“WHEREAS, the traffic situation on Route 101 has become increasingly 
hazardous and dangerous for vehicles entering and exiting The Meeting Place 
shopping plaza, 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Board of Selectmen is instructed to request, discuss and negotiate 
with the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation for the 
installation of a sensor activated traffic light on Route 101 at the entrance 
to The Meeting Place; and 

2. The Town of Amherst appropriates $25,000 for cost sharing with the State 
of New Hampshire Department of Transportation for the installation of the 
traffic light on Route 101 at the entrance to The Meeting Place.” 

(By a vote of 4-1 the Selectmen recommend a no vote.) 


Article 11. (By Petition) 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for consulting services 
related to researching, performing, and completing a "historic resources survey" 
of the Amherst Village Historic District? (By a vote of 2-1 the Selectmen *: 
recommend a no vote.) 


Article 12. Non Binding 

To see if the Town, as a member of the Souhegan Regional Landfill District, will 
support the development of a plan or plans to implement a program of expanded 
and possibly mandatory recycling in order to minimize the material going into the 
waste stream, reduce costs and maximize the income on recyclable materials. 
Such plan or plans will be developed by the Landfill District for the purpose of 
determining their cost and feasibility, after considering both the needs and 
facility restraints of each of the member Towns. It is anticipated that such plan 
or plans, if deemed as both feasible and cost-effective, would be presented by 
the district to the member Towns for inclusion on the 2001 Town Warrants. This 
is a non-binding article intended to measure the voters' support for a program of 
expanded, possibly mandatory, recycling. (The Selectmen recommend a yes 
vote.) 


Article 13. (By Petition) 
To see if the Town will vote to place an additional 50% of the future Land Use 
change Tax Revenue collected (making the total 100%) in the Conservation 


Fund for the purpose of land purchase by the Conservation Commission, in 
accordance with 36-A:5, Ill. The revenue transfer shall be at the time of 
collection or take action relative thereto. (By a unanimous vote the Board 
recommends a no vote.) 


Article 14. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to send the following resolution to the New 
Hampshire General Court: "Resolved, New Hampshire's natural, cultural, and 
historic resources in this town and throughout the state are worthy of protection 
and, therefore, the State of New Hampshire should establish and fund a 
permanent public/private partnership for the voluntary conservation of these 
important resources". 


Article 15. 
To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to amend 
Article lll, Section 3-11, Scenic Setback as follows: 


5. Remove Limbo Lane 


Article 16. 
To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to alter the 
zoning line on Map 2 Lot 20-4 to incorporate the entire lot in the industrial zone. 


Article 17. 

To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Board, to amend Article IX, 
Definitions, Section 9-1 Planned Residential Development (PRD), Bonuses to 
delete section on Housing for Elderly or “Empty Nester” and replace with 
“Housing for Empty Nester’ = 40% Bonus if the units are of one or two 
bedrooms. 


Article 18. 
To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to amend 
Article Ill, Signs, Section 3-4 Ill. C. Exempt Signs as follows: 


3. Delete and Insert the following: On premise directional signs for the 
convenience of the general public, identifying public parking spaces, fire 
zones, entrances and exits, not exceeding six (6) square feet per face and 
three (3) feet in height. Not to include any names or logos. 


Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to amend 
Article Ill, Section 3-4, Signs, Paragraph IV, B.6.a. Delete “...from the property 
line.” And insert “from the curb, edge of pavement or inside edge of sidewalk, 
provided the sign is not within the Governmental right-of-way and is located on 
the applicants property.” 
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Article 20. 7 

To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to add to 
Article Ill, Section 3-4, Signs, Paragraph III.C.16 Exempt Signs. In the business 
Sign District, one “OPEN” sign may be displayed for each separate business 
unit. Open signs may be displayed during business hours only. Open signs, if 
illuminated, must be displayed on or in the building, except as provided for in an 
approved Sign Master Plan. Open signs shall be no more than thirteen (13) 
inches in height and thirty-two (32) inches in width. No name, logo, or lettering 
other than the word “OPEN” may be displayed on such signs. 


Article 21. 

To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board, to amend 
Article Ill, Section 3-4 Signs, Paragraph III.D.4. Delete“ ..... except as described 
in IV.C.” 


Article 22. 

To see if the Town will vote, as proposed by the Planning Board to amend 
Article V Special Exception, Section 5-8, Industrial Zone, add new paragraph 2 
as follows: 


2. Sexually Oriented Businesses 
|. Purpose and Intent 


It is the purpose of this article to establish reasonable and uniform 
regulations to prevent the concentration of sexually oriented businesses 
within the Town of Amherst and, it is the intent to promote the health, 
safety, and general welfare of the Citizens of the Town of Amherst and, it 
is the intent of this article that the regulations be utilized to prevent 
problems of blight and deterioration which accompany and are brought 
about by the concentration of sexually orientated businesses; and, the 
provisions of this Article have neither the purpose nor the effect of 
imposing limitation or restriction on the content of any communicative 
materials, including sexually oriented materials; and, it is not the intent 
nor affect of this Article to restrict or deny access by adults to sexually 
oriented materials protected by the First Amendment, or to deny access 
by the distributors and exhibitors of sexually oriented entertainment to 
their intended market: and, neither is it the intent nor effect of this Article 
to condone or legitimize the distribution of obscene material. The nature 
of the proposed use shall not be sufficient grounds to support a finding 
that the use does not meet the criteria set forth in Section 5-2. 

ll. Definitions of Sexually Oriented Businesses 


A sexually orientated business is any place of business at which any of 
the following activities is conducted: 


Pl 


A. Adult Bookstore or Adult Video Store — a commercial establishment 
that devotes more than 15% of the total display, shelf, rack, wall, table, 
stand or floor area, utilized for the display and sale of the following; The 
establishment, as one of its principal business purposes, offers for sale or 
rental any form of consideration, any one or more of the following: 


1, Books, magazines, periodicals, or other printed matter, or 
photographs, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, video reproductions, 
slides, tapes, records, CD-roms or other forms of visual or audio 
representations which depict or describe “specified sexual activities” or 
“specified anatomical areas” or meet the definition of “harmful to minors” 
and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1; or, 


2. Instruments, devices or paraphernalia which are designed for use in 
connection with “sexual conduct” as defined in RSA 571-6:1, other than 
birth control devices. A commercial establishment may have other 
principal business purposes that do not involve the offerings for sale or 
rental of material depicting or describing “specified sexual conduct or 
activities” and still be categorized as “ Adult Video/Book Store.” Such 
other business purposes will not serve to exempt such commercial 
establishments from being categorized as an “ Adult Video/Book Store” so 
long as one of its principal business purposes is offering for sale or rental 
for consideration to specified material which depict or describe “specified 
sexual conduct or activities” or specified anatomical areas.” 


a) Specified sexual conduct or activities - means the male genitals 
in a state of sexual arousal and/or vulva or more intimate parts 
of the female genitals. 


b) Specified anatomical areas — means and includes any of the 
following: 


1) The fondling or other erotic touching of the human 
genitals, pubic region, buttocks, anus, or female 
breasts; 

2) Sex acts, normal or perverted, actual or simulated, 
including intercourse, or copulation, or sodomy; 

3) Masturbation, actual or simulated; or 

4) Excretory function as part of or in connection with any 
of the activities set forth in (1) through (3) above. 

AN ADULT BOOKSTORE OR ADULT VIDEO STORE DOES NOT 
INCLUDE AN ESTABLISHMENT THAT SELLS BOOKS OR 
PERIODICALS AS AN INCIDENTIAL OR ACCESSORY PART OF ITS 
PRINCIPAL STOCK AND TRADE AND DOES NOT DEVOTE MORE 
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THAN 15% OF THE TOTAL DISPLAY AREA OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 
TO THE SALE OF BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. | 


B. Adult Motion Picture Theatre — An establishment with a capacity of five 
or more persons, where for any form of consideration, films, motion 
pictures, video cassettes, slides or similar photographic reproductions are 
shown, and in which a substantial portion of the total presentation time is 
devoted to the showing of material which meets the definition of “harmful 
to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1, for 
observation by patrons. For subsections C, D, E , F, G, a “substantial 
portion of the total presentation time shall mean the presentation of films 
or shows described above for viewing on more than seven (7) days within 
any 56 consecutive day period. 


C. Adult Motion Picture Arcade — Any place to which the Public is 
permitted or invited wherein coin or slug-operated or electronically, 
electrically or mechanically controlled still or motion picture machines, 
projectors, or other image-producing devices are maintained to show 
images to five (5) or fewer persons per machine at any one time, in which 
a substantial portion of the total presentation time of the images so 
displayed is devoted to the showing of material which meets the definition 
of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct,” as set forth in RSA 571- 
GF". 


D. Adult Drive-In Theatre — An open lot or part thereof, with appurtenant 
facilities, devoted primarily to the presentation of motion pictures, films, 
theatrical productions and other forms of visual productions, for any form 
of consideration to persons in motor vehicles or on outdoor seats, in 
which a substantial portion of the total presentation time being presented 
for observation by patrons is devoted to the showing of material which 
meets the definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set 
forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


E. Adult Cabaret — A nightclub, bar, restaurant, or similar establishment 
which during a substantial portion of the total presentation time features 
live performances which meet the definition of “narmful to minors” and/or 
“sexual conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1, and /or feature films, motion 
pictures, video cassettes, slides or other photographic reproductions, a 
substantial portion of the total presentation time of which is devoted to 
showing of material which meets the definition of “harmful to minors” 
and/or “ sexual conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


F. Adult Motel — A motel or similar establishment offering public 


accommodations of any form of consideration which provides patrons with 
closed circuit television transmissions, films, motion pictures, video 
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cassettes, slides or other photographic reproductions, a substantial 
portion of the total presentation time of which are distinguished or 
characterized by an emphasis upon the depiction or description of 
materials which meet the definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual 
conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


G. Adult Theatre — A theatre, concert hall, auditorium or similar 
establishment either indoor or outdoor in nature, which for any form of 
consideration, regularly features live performances, a substantial portion 
of the total presentation time of which are distinguished or characterized 
by an emphasis on activities which meet the definition of “harmful to 
minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


H. Nude Model Studio — A place where a person who appears in a state 
of nudity or displays male genitals in a state of sexual arousal and/or the 
vulva or more intimate parts of the female genitals and is observed, 
sketched, drawn, painted, sculptured, photographed, or similarly depicted 
by other persons who pay money or any form of consideration or such 
display is characterized by an emphasis on activities which meets the 
definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct,” as set forth in 
RSA 571-B:1. 


|. Sexual Encounter Center — A business or commercial enterprise that as 
one of its primary business purposes, offers for any form of consideration: 
(a) physical contact in the form of wrestling or tumbling between persons 
of the opposite sex; or (b) activities between male and female persons. 
and/or persons of the same sex when one or more persons is in the state 
of nudity; or where the activities in (a) or (b) is characterized by an 
emphasis on activities which meets the definition of “harmful to minors” 
and/or “sexual conduct,” as set forth in RSA 571-B:1. 


Ill. Allowed Locations and Location Restrictions of Sexually Oriented Businesses 


Sexually oriented businesses, as defined above, shall be permitted only in the 
Industrial Zone, by Special Exception, provided that all other regulations, 
requirements, and restrictions for the zone in which the sexually oriented 
business is to be located are met; and no sexually oriented business shall be 
permitted within 1,000 feet of another existing sexually oriented business or one 
for which a building permit has been applied for: and, 


No sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet of any other 
zoning boundary. 


No sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet of any church, 
place of worship, parish house, convent, public, parochial, or private school, 
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kindergarten, State approved day care center or public sports/recreation parks; 
and no sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 750 feet of the Town 
boundaries; and, | 


No sexually oriented business shall be permitted within 1,000 feet of another 
existing sexually oriented business on the date of the passage of this article and, 
no sexually oriented business shall be permitted within a building, premise, 
structure or other facility that contains a sexually oriented business as defined in 
paragraphs A through | above. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment shall grant the Special Exception provided the 
applicant demonstrates facts sufficient to support a finding that the conditions for 
the granting of a Special Exception in section 5-2A have been met. 


IV. Measure of Distance 


The distance between any two sexually oriented businesses shall be measured 
in a straight line, without regard to intervening structures, from the closest 
exterior structural wall or temporary or permanent physical divider between each 
of the businesses. 


V. Additional Reasonable Regulations 


The Planning Board is empowered hereunder to review and approve permit 
applications for sexually oriented businesses and impose reasonable restrictions 
for buffering, outdoor parking lighting, adequate ingress and egress from the site 
off of and onto public roads, pedestrian movement, and to provide for 
appropriate landscaping and building aesthetic in the “Non-Residential Site Plan 
Review Regulations of the Town of Amherst, New Hampshire,” and to avoid site 
development layout which may result in negative environmental impacts. 


VI. Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this Article shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision thereof.

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Jeers year’s Town Meeting was the first for us under the “SB2” format, and it 
was a new experience for all of us. There were some disappointments on the 
part of the boards advocating passage of some of the warrants, but in all, the 
process worked well. Fewer people than hoped for showed up at the deliberative 
session. It is clear that the new process makes communication from the various 
boards more important than before, since articles cannot be discussed and 
amended on the day of the vote, with a revote on the original article if the 
amended article fails. 


The Town Meeting voted to change the Planning Board back to being appointed, 
and the Selectmen followed through by appointing a full board. 


The Town and the Planning Board did well in court. The Federal District Court 
overturned a lower court and found for the Town in its dispute with Omnipoint, 

and the New Hampshire Supreme Court upheld the Planning Board’s decision 

rescinding the use of playing fields at the Brewster site. 


At last Town Meeting, the new telecommunications ordinance was approved by 
the voters, giving the Town a better tool to use when working with cell phone and 
PCS companies needing to provide service in our area. The ordinance was 
Originally proposed by an ad hoc group of concerned citizens, who worked 
diligently to research and follow through to come up with their proposal. Those 
citizens, incidentally, became real experts in the field. It was a great example of 
citizen participation making a real difference. 


A turning lane was put at Holly Hill Drive, and the Town worked with the State 
Department of Transportation on several other safety improvements on Route 
101, including the installation of street names on intersection warning signs, and 
the elimination of two potentially dangerous passing zones. 


A grant was received from the state to further study the aquifer recharge areas 
through the Town. 


With its archaic water, electrical, and heating systems, Town Hall is not up to 
supporting a modern governmental operation. At last Town Meeting, you voted 
to spend a small amount of money to study the best approach to the issue. Two 
consultants, both local architects, were hired to make recommendations on 
renovating Town Hall, and their recommendations found their way into a warrant 
for the upcoming Town Meeting. 
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As did most other business and governmental units, the Town tested all its 
computers for Y2K compliance and by the end of 1999 had all in readiness for 
the turn of the century. 


We have expanded the number of playing field for the town now that Cemetery 
Field has been put into use. We still have field shortages, however, and 
Recreation is asking for additional fields to be voted on in the upcoming meeting. 


The Board of Selectmen thank all of those who volunteered for the various 


boards, committees and activities in Town. It is that spirit of volunteerism, that 
makes Amherst a great place to live! 
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WAYS & MEANS COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Amherst Ways & Means Committee is comprised of 12 citizens appointed by 
the Town Moderator to review budgets and warrant articles proposed by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Amherst School Board. Throughout the budget 
process the Committee members attend meetings of these boards, participate in 
discussions with Town and School officials and meet and discuss subjects 
related to the proposals. The objective of the Committee is to represent the 
interests of the citizens throughout the budget process and make 
recommendations to the citizens after careful review of the proposed 
expenditures and discussions with the responsible Town and School officials. 


The publication of this Town Report however, occurs prior to the completion of 
the Town and Amherst School District budgets and their respective warrant 
articles. Therefore, the Ways & Means Committee cannot include in this report its 
recommendations to the voters on the various items that they will be requested to 
discuss at the Deliberative Sessions and vote on in the March town elections. 
The Committee will again this year present its recommendations to the citizens at 
the respective Deliberative sessions. 


As this report, the 1999 Town Report, goes to publication, the Ways & Means 
Committee recognizes several issues that will require thoughtful consideration by 
the voters of Amherst this March. 


The Amherst School Board will bring to the voters a proposal to address the 
current overcrowding in our schools. The Ways & Means Committee recognizes 
the impacts that the current population of the Middle School is having on the 
educational opportunities for our children. Therefore, the Committee requests 
you, the voters, give consideration to the proposal adopted by the School Board. 
On your behalf the Ways & Means Committee will continue to participate in the 
discussions relative the School Board’s plan and comment to you at the School 
Deliberative Session in February. 


The Board of Selectmen are proposing a budget which holds the tax rate. 
Several warrant proposals are also proposed this year, including bonding 
authorization for the acquisition of land by the Town, repairs to the Church 
Steeple and clock, safety improvements at several Route 101 intersections and 
development of recreation fields. 


The Ways & Means Committee again this year recognizes the impact that the 
Town’s growth is having on the availability of land for recreation, town and school 
functions, and open space. A simple drive around Town shows how much new 
construction is occurring in areas which we might have thought was 
undevelopable land. To address these issues the Board of Selectmen are 
proposing a unique way for the Town to take advantage of an opportunity to 
acquire a piece of land for public purposes should it become available during the 
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upcoming fiscal year. The voters will be requested to approve a warrant article to 
authorize the bonding of $500,000 for the acquisition of land. As proposed, due 
to state statute which limit the ability of the Town to request bonding 
authorization to only the annual Town elections, this warrant article vote will 
authorize the Town to bond these funds should there become a need sometime 
during the fiscal year. As the warrant is structured, should the selectmen identify 
a piece of land appropriate for Town purposes, they will then return to the voters 
seeking authorization to acquire that piece of land. If a majority of the voters 
agree, then and only then, will the appropriate sum from the bonding 
authorization be expended. Should no piece of land be identified in the fiscal 
year, the bonding authorization will not be utilized and there will be no fiscal 
impact to the Town. At next year’s Town elections the Board will again request 
authorization, as the authorization provided by this year’s vote will expire. The 
Ways & Means Committee supports this innovative concept to maintain the 
characteristics of our community while providing the mechanism for the Town to 
address the needs of its citizens and future. 


The Ways & Means Committee also encourages all citizens to familiarize 
themselves with the other issues they will be requested to make decisions on in 
the Deliberative Sessions and in the voting booth. These are issues that effect 
you, your families and your community. Do we spend funds to improve the 
intersection of Blueberry Hill Road and Route 101, do we install a traffic light at 
the entrance/exit to the Market Place, do we expend funds to repair the Church 
Steeple and clock, a recognized symbol of our community, do we bond for the 
construction of a new school, do we accepted the Selectmen’s and School 
Board’s operating budgets? Please become informed by listening to the 
recommendations of the Ways & Means Committee, reading the voters guides 
and attending the various public hearings and Selectmen and Schoo! Board 
meetings that precede the Town elections in March. Thank you.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


he Amherst Town Library continued to offer, with the assistance many people and 

groups, programs of interest to our patron of all ages. The summer reading program 
— “Once Upon a Summer Reading’ attracted pre-readers through young adults. The 
annual Anna Boardman concert held in November 1998 featuring Joseph Scheer, Laura 
Scheer Kennedy, and Clara Kennedy packed the Library to capacity. Erna Johnson, our 
Children’s Librarian, initiated and managed the project to produce the song “Amherst is 
My Home” and the mural of Amherst. The song was written and sung by James Durst 
(copies of the recording will be available July 4th). The mural was designed by Mary 
Prescott and painted by Ms. Prescott, students in the Amherst schools, librarians and 
members of the community. Funding was provided by the Friends of the Library and the 
New Hampshire Council on the Arts. 


To better light the path to the Library, Trustee Howard Struss, formerly president of the 
Amherst Historical Society and 1999 Amherst Citizen of the Year, researched the type of 
lamps that were first used in Amherst in the 1800’s. He arranged to have a reproduction 
of the early oil lamps used in Amherst built for the Library. This electrified version of the 
early Amherst lamp is being considered for use in other areas of Amherst village. For 
the residents of Amherst with low vision, the Amherst Lions Club has established a 
program with the Library to use technology to give access to library materials. The initial 
equipment consists of a large (21-inch) monitor, a PC, and a document scanner. A 
document placed on the scanner can be drastically enlarged allowing a person with low 
vision to read the document. Some patrons have used this to read their mail, bills, and 
other items in addition to library materials. Future enhancements to this system are 
planned with the help of the Amherst Lions Club. 


Many enhancements and upgrades were successfully made to the Library’s automated 
systems. Some were not visible such as the upgrading of the wiring to connect the 
computers and terminals on the main floor and downstairs. Others such as the new 
Windows displays for the on-line card catalog, a children’s web page with Internet links 
to child-appropriate sites, and improved Internet access to the Library’s web site. Library 
patrons can now search books available in the Amherst Library, reserve and renew 
materials, and can also see the availability of books in nine other local libraries that are 
members of the GMILCS consortium. Through the use of the common borrower's card, 
holders of an Amherst library card can borrow books and other materials from the 
consortium libraries. The Library continues to expand the use of on-line research 
databases through computers in the Library and has been able to make some of these 
facilities available to our patron’s over the Internet such as searches through magazine 
indices.

Club, and the many volunteers who have given generously of their time. The Library has 
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also received many thoughtful memorial contributions that have allowed us to expand 
our Offerings in designated areas. If you look elsewhere in the Town Report for the 
Library’s budget you will see that gifts are a sizable source of income for which we are 
very grateful. |

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AMHERST POLICE DEPARTMENT 


he last year of the century has been very positive for the Amherst Police 

Department. The members of the Department have been very busy in 
implementing new technology, technology that will bring your police department 
into the millennium prepared to meet the challenges of the future. At the same 
time the Department has been instrumental in seeing crime in Town drop by 
twelve percent overall, with the number of burglaries being at the lowest level 
since accurate records were maintained. Continuing with the positive trend, 
motor vehicle crashes, and the number of injuries from the crashes, are down for 
the third year. Finally, after an eighteen month search the Department was able 
to hire an additional patrolman which had been authorized in last year’s budget. 


The improvements in technology are the culmination of a three year plan which 
commenced upon completion of the police station addition/renovations. The 
major portion of the project was the addition of laptop computers in the patrol 
cars, which are tied to local, state, and national law enforcement databases. 
The computers are being used in the cars at this time and are contributing to the 
efficiency of the officers, as well as making their jobs safer. As the use of the 
new computers grows one result is the reduction in radio traffic on the police 
frequency, creating more time for emergency traffic as well as keeping sensitive 
matters off the airwaves. In addition to the laptops, the Department is 
completing a transition to a new Windows-based records management system. 
The new system, obtained at no cost to the Town, will solve the Department's 
Y2K issue for records management. As the year comes to an end, the transition 
to the new system is proceeding smoothly. Additional technological 
improvements completed over the year include the expansion of our digital 
photography system, and the addition of bar coding to our evidence/property 
records management. 


The goal of the Department continues to be to deliver the best possible law 
enforcement services with the least fiscal impact to the taxpayer. We continue 
to accomplish that goal because of the dedicated men and women who make up 
the Amherst Police Department. Their jobs are made easier by the partnership 
which exists with the citizens of Amherst. As the Department continues to face 
challenges in maintaining the quality of life we’ve come to expect in Amherst, it is 
this partnership and support that will ensure the task is successful. We thank 
the townspeople for their everyday support. 


The Department always seeks to improve the level of service we provide, and 
invites your comments and suggestions as to how we may better serve the 
community.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


he Amherst Fire Department's objective is to protect/preserve individuals and 

property from and during such fires as may occur in the Town of Amherst 
and vicinity. This Department's activities, however, are not limited to 
extinguishing fires. The Amherst Fire Department deals with carbon monoxide, 
hazardous materials, oil spills, vehicle accidents and suspicious odor situations, 
just to name a few. 


The Amherst Fire Department is managed by three Fire Wards - Chief Rick 
Crocker, 1st Assistant Chief Thomas P. Grella and 2nd Assistant Chief Steven 
Bair. The AFD is made up of approximately 50 paid on-call members, which 
operate nine pieces of apparatus, housed at both Central Station (177 Amherst 
Street) and South Station (62 Stearns Road). 


Central Station houses our Business Office. This is the location for obtaining 
burn permits, oil and propane installation permits, blasting permits, tank removal 
permits, etc. All fire prevention planning and inspection coordination also takes 
place at Central Station. The Business Office hours are Monday - Friday, 9:00 
a.m. - 4:00 p.m. AFD’s non-emergency business telephone number is 673-1545. 
In case of emergency, dial 673-3131 or 911. 


In fiscal year 1998-1999, the Amherst Fire Department responded 382 times. Of 
these 382 responses, 246 were toned calls and 136 were service calls. The 
breakdown is as follows:

Other inspection activities included, but were not limited to, chimney and wood 
stove inspections, site plan reviews, building permit plan reviews, and public and 
private fire prevention visits. 


The Fire Department conducted activities to result in yet another successful Fire 
Prevention Week (October 3-9, 1999). With efforts by many AFD members, all 
Amherst schools were visited, fire trucks displayed, literature distributed, and fire 
safety/prevention presentations were delivered. In addition, the Amherst Fire 
Department once again conducted similar activities at local day care centers. 


The fire Wards would like to take this opportunity to thank all members for their 
service to the Fire Department, and to the taxpayers of Amherst who have been 
so loyal in supporting our efforts year after year.

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DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS & ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


n 1999, the Public Works Department was especially busy responding to 450 
service requests from residents and other Town Departments. Other notable 
accomplishments were: 


The DPW was fully engaged with snow and ice removal during the winter of 
1998/99 on approximately 120 miles of town roads. Winter maintenance is 
accomplished through a joint and equal effort of contractual help and internal 
work force. During the especially icy month of January, all or part of the Public 
Works' team worked some portion of each and every day! 


During the spring of 1999, the DPW also completed street sweeping in our 
curbed areas by mechanical contract street sweeping and swept sand and 
debris to the shoulder of the road on all other town streets with our farm tractor. 
This Department also contracted out the vac cleaning of catch basins and drain 
manholes and approximately 200 structures were cleaned throughout the 
community. Gravel roads were reshaped by grading and york raking, 
approximately nine miles of unsurfaced roads remain in town. A spring cleanup 
of public properties and cemeteries rounded out this season's DPW efforts prior 
to the Memorial Day observance. 


Preparations for our street and side walk paving programs along with the 
refurbishment or cleaning of paved siuiceways began during the month of June 
and continued throughout the summer. The aforementioned work was witnessed 
in the following locations:

The Department of Public Works also commenced roadside mowing on or about 
June 30" and continued with this endeavor on almost a daily basis until mid- 
October. The DPW crew also continues to mow the grass on all Town 
Commons, the Library, Town Hall, Clark School, Wilkins School and Cemeteries 
throughout the summer and fall. 


An aggressive ditch line cleaning and shoulder maintenance program was 
started with a goal of five miles per year as an objective. Seven miles were 
realized!

With the assistance of the Hillsborough County House of Corrections, all four 
cemeteries maintained by the Department were cleaned and raked this fall. 


The DPW's Solid Waste endeavors included construction of a removable 
platform for the demolition containers along with building a "covered" battery 
area, certification of all Transfer Station full time employees as weigh masters 
and re-certification of all Transfer Station employees as licensed NHDES 
operators. This year included recycling of propane gas bottles, the collection for 
proper disposal of U.S. flags and lead sinkers. It is noteworthy that since 1996, 
our tonnage of garbage collected has increased by 14%. This Department 
continues to conduct weekly trash and recycling pickup at the Town buildings 
and grounds. 


Under Building Maintenance, the Central Fire Station exterior was repainted, the 


Town Hall windows repainted, the Rescue Squad interior repainted and the 
South Fire Station interior repainted. 
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In conclusion, during the next fiscal year 00/01, it is the Department's continued 
goal to maintain the infrastructure in a prudent and professional manner, with a 
concerted effort on cleaning shoulders and ditch lines, thus protecting our 
roadway network. Overlay paving and crack sealing is anticipated in the 
following locations:

Tne most common problems in Amherst requiring the 
services of Emergency Management are weather related; generally winter power 
outages.

Please note that 
evacuation shelters are not equipped to handle pets or livestock.

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AMHERST RESCUE SQUAD 


he Amherst Rescue Squad provides emergency medical services for the 

towns of Amherst and Mont Vernon. It is through continual community 
support that we are able to provide quality, up-to-date medical services in the 
event of sudden illness or injury. Your generous donations help to augment the 
yearly operating budget that is passed. 


This past year has seen several milestones for the Squad. We have employed 
the first paid paramedic, started billing insurance companies for ambulance 
service, added two new state of the art defibrillators, one of which was donated 
through a grant from the Milford Hospital Association, put an automatic 
defibrillator in Mont Vernon, with another three soon to be in Amherst police 
cruisers, and have trained three more members as paramedics. The Squad now 
has seven volunteer paramedics augmenting advanced life support coverage 
provided by the paid paramedic. 


The Squad continues to participate in activities such as the fifth grade "Home 
Alone” program, the 4th of July parade, soccer, football and road race coverage, 
CPR training and preschool familiarization of the ambulance. 


The Boy Scouts of America Explorer Post 2941 has continued to attract active 
members between the ages of 16-18 years and remains involved in community 
service projects. The Post is supervised by Jean Miller. Teens are encouraged 
to become involved. It is a way to see if the medical field is of interest to the 
Explorer. 


Anyone interested in joining the Rescue Squad is encouraged to contact any of 

it's members, or Town Hall, for information regarding membership. Visit our web 
site at www.town.amherst.nh.us. The Squad provides medical training for those 
interested in joining. 


The Squad went on 487 calls this past year, 74 of which were to Mont Vernon.

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PLANNING BOARD 


he Amherst Planning Board had a relatively quiet year in 1999. In 1998, the 

Board reviewed eleven subdivisions which contained a total of fifty-one new 
lots and forty-one multifamily units. In contrast, this year the Board reviewed 
nine subdivisions containing forty-four new lots and ten multifamily units. 


As of the end of November the Zoning Office has issued sixty-nine new 
residential building permits. Projected through December 1999 this represents a 
thirty percent drop from 1998. 


Industrial and commercial permits increased from two in 1998 to five in 1999. At 
present three large commercial - industrial projects are nearing completion: The 
largest, the Wal-Mart conversion to a super center is very visible from NH Route 
101A. In the rear of Wal-Mart, but over the B&M tracks, a large printing/paper 
distribution complex is nearing completion on Columbia Drive. In the former 
Jasper chicken farm, a new retail building containing Seasonal Specialty Stores 
has just completed its first phase. The NH Supreme Court has recently upheld 
the Planning Board decision to revoke the Brewster Soccer Complex site plan 
approval on Stearns Road. 


Early in 2000, the Planning Board will begin its first formal review of a proposed 
cellular tower on Walnut Hill. 


The Planning Board wishes to thank the Zoning Administrator, Karin Elmer, and 


her secretary, Dottie Guy, for their help in assisting the Planning Board 
throughout the year. 
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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


he Historic District Commission currently consists of seven members and five 

alternates, all of whom are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Commission meets the third Thursday of every month and is charged by 
ordinance with the responsibility of reviewing all applications for building permits 
as well as for exterior renovations within the District. Applications to be 
reviewed by the Commission are due in the zoning office at the close of 
business on the second Thursday of each month. This allows the agenda to be 
posted on the Town’s Web Page (www.town.amherst.nh.us) and for informal 
notification of abutters. 


In early 1991, Historic District Commission “Guidelines” were completed, 
reviewed by Town Counsel and placed in the Town Library along with the 
reference material the Commission used in drawing up the guidelines. This 
reference material includes the Secretary of the Interiors “Standards for 
Rehabilitation - Guidelines for Rehabilitating Historic Buildings” as well as 
“Preserving Community Character’ which is published by the New Hampshire 
Association of Historic District Commissions. Both manuals are excellent 
sources of information and are especially important if one contemplates making 
changes to a historic house. Copies of the Commission’s Guidelines are also on 
file in the Town Hall Zoning Office. 


This year the Commission dealt with requests for renovations, fencing, and new 
construction. The Commission is concerned over issues of preservation, impact 
to abutters of additions as well as size and scale of additions, and maintaining 
open spaces and streetscapes. Therefore, we are undertaking a review of our 
Regulations and Procedures and instituting an informal notification to abutters of 
applications to ensure that we will be able to continue to preserve and protect 
the Historic District. Linda Wilson of the Division of Historical Resources as well 
as an attorney will be helping us with this. In addition, the Commission is 
submitting a petition to the Selectmen for funds to have a historic resources 
survey of the District undertaken. This survey, wnen completed, would result in 
a booklet available to all which would identify wnat we as a Town, Historic 
District and Commission want to protect. The Commission hopes that these 
initiatives will result in continuing fair, consistent treatment for all applicants 
while allowing the Commission to continue to preserve the uniqueness and 
character of our Historic District. 
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RECREATION COMMISSION 


n 1999, the Amherst Recreation Commission provided a diversified program of 
recreational activities such as: Baseball, softball, lacrosse, swimming, life 
guarding, canoeing, sailing, tennis, sewing, archery, track, soccer, drama, 
wrestling, basketball, volleyball, adult basketball, and adult volleyball. 


We are very pleased with our program offerings and community participation; 
however, we are concerned about the lack of adequate recreation facilities to 
accommodate these programs. Nearly all of Amherst's indoor and outdoor 
recreation facilities are located on school grounds. Athletic field space and 
gymnasium space is at a premium and our basketball, volleyball, lacrosse, 
soccer, softball, and baseball programs are becoming increasingly difficult to 
facilitate. 


Thru the initial implementation of our recreation plan for the Town of Amherst, 
Cemetery Fields has seen limited development and will provide some relief for 
crowded field facilities. 


In addition, the generosity of Dan and Nancy Roy and many community 
volunteers helped to create the Sarah Jeanne Roy Memorial Playground. This 
facility receives many local children. 


The Recreation Department's operating budget is funded primarily through user 
fees and sponsorships from local businesses. The support we get from the 
business community in Amherst is outstanding and a sincere thanks is extended 
to the many small businesses that sponsor our youth athletic and recreation 
programs. We are very appreciative of the support rendered to the Recreation 
Department and its sponsored activities this past year. A special thanks to the 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator and staff, the Public Works 
Department, the School Boards and School Departments, the Town Planning 
Board and the Conservation Commission. Our gratitude is extended to the 500+ 
volunteer coaches, referees, umpires, team parents, field laborers, lifeguards, 
and other helping hands that donated the time and effort that make our programs 
possible. Our personal thanks to the part-time staff wno were employed by the 
Recreation Department during 1999, for their continuing loyalty, enthusiasm, and 
professionalism.

It has been and will continue to be a pleasure to provide the 
residents of Amherst with programs and activities to enhance their quality of life. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1 pean Wildlife knows no boundaries, especially the political and 
ownership sort. Wildlife habitat is found in open corridors through natural 
boundaries. That makes the Commission very interested in connecting 
conservation lands, filling in the gaps between properties we manage. This year 
we were fortunate to acquire two lots from the Lorden and Reusch families that 
fill in gaps and areas south of the Joe English reservation. On the other hand, the 
sweetest acquisitions are donations by generous Townspeople who believe in 
conservation benefiting future citizens as much as wildlife. This year there are 
three (!!) donations in process that reflects their owner’s careful attention to 
conservation. A gift from the Arnold's of the parcel at the corner of Austin and 
Dodge Roads continues to preserve forever this verdant area. Professor Bate’s 
will donates a forested portion of his farm just off the top of Mack Hill to the Town 
with the remainder to follow in the future. After court hearings refining a hand- 
written will, the wishes of Mr. Woolsey of Spring Road were honored by donation 
of his wooded acreage to Amherst. 


Land Management: Managing land for conservation means taking action to 
improve the forest and wildlife habitat alongside improvements for passive 
recreation. Without doubt, the largest management project in Amherst this year is 
the evaluation of all the Town’s wetlands, public and private. This tells which 
wetlands are most valuable for groundwater recharge, which for wildlife use, 
which for educational use, etc. A team of volunteers led by Professor Rick van 
der Poll of Antioch College slogged through fascinating wetlands over one acre 
all summer. We gratefully acknowledge the permission of numerous landowners 
giving the team access to their properties. Elsewhere, our forest management 
actions include surveying the Daquino Town Forest by species and volume, and 
selective logging and planning for Scout participation in Hazeltine Town Forest. A 
small but important thing we do is to hay off four fields to keep them free of trees 
and continue as open space. We contributed to a State Regional Environmental 
Plan and began the long drive to obtain Town funding approval for major future 
purchases. 


Conservation Education: The Peabody Mill Environmental Center at Joe 
English is the ACC’s centerpiece facility for conservation education. The 1999 
Town vote took a giant step by transferring management of the facility and 
programs to the ACC. All you Hartshorne campers, Colonial Craft Fair attendees, 
equipment donors and wonderful volunteers have seen what a difference having 
a place to go means. Our thanks to all for a great year. 
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SOUHEGAN REGIONAL LANDFILL DISTRICT 


he Souhegan Regional Landfill District (SRLD) is comprised of the four towns 

of Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, and Mont Vernon. Together we 
manage/monitor the closed landfill site located in Amherst at the Recycling and 
Transfer Station as well as arrange for the hauling and disposal of household 
trash and recyclables from our four towns. 


The Amherst Recycling and Transfer Station is located off Route 101 East, just 
east of the Meeting Place and west of the Basket Barn. It is open to all Amherst 
residents on Tuesdays, Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays. Hours vary from 
summer to winter, and are posted on the sign at the gate. Dump stickers are 
required for the dumping of all materials and may be obtained at the Town Hall. 


Items accepted include trash, which is compacted and transported to an 
incinerator, mixed newspaper and magazines (loose), corrugated cardboard 
(flattened) and commingled containers (glass, plastic and metal). The recyclable 
components are taken to various recycling facilities. A brochure which explains 
what should be recycled and what needs to be done before disposing of 
recyclable items is available at the Recycling/Transfer Station and at Town Hall. 
Due to changes in the paper market, the District began collecting mixed, loose 
newspapers and magazines towards the end of 1999. We are now receiving 
increased income for this commodity as well as enjoying the cost (tipping fee) 
avoidance if it were treated as trash and hauled to the incinerator. 


Although collected at the Amherst Station, the SRLD is not responsible for the 
disposition of tires, batteries, white goods, brush, oil, demolition materials, scrap 
metal, etc. The costs and revenue associated with these materials accrue to 
each town and are not part of the SRLD budget. 


The SRLD continues to monitor groundwater quality on the original landfill site 
and on the newly acquired wetland area across Rte. 101 from the Transfer 
Station. This area comprises our Ground Water Management Zone (GMZ) and 
its monitoring is a requirement of our landfill permit as issued by the State 
Department of Environmental Services. 


The entire SRLD budget for 2000 is $845,965, up just slightly from the 1999 
budget, ($845,765) of which $346,270 will be charged to the Town of Amherst 
and collected as part of the tax bill. The remainder will be assessed to and paid 
by the other member towns of the SRLD. The assessments for Capital Spending 
are prorated based on the total real estate valuation for each town, while those 
for Operations Spending are prorated based on the populations of each town. 
This year’s assessment reflects $75,400 of retained surplus that the District was 
able to apply towards the capital account. 
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As our local economy continues to thrive and our town continues to grow, we 
have an increasing amount of trash that must be disposed of. Recycling is one 
way we keep our budget to a minimum. The district and the town of Amherst will 
be looking hard at ways to increase recycling in the following year. Thank you for 
doing your part!

When the early morning showers cleared, the Green was transformed into a 
festive atmosphere complete with balloons, flags and banners. The platform was 
relocated to the end of the Green and the Town Hall provided a spectacular 
backdrop as it was draped in red, white and blue. It was the perfect spot from 
which to view the parade as it came down Main Street to the cheers of young 
and old. Among some of the highlights of the parade were several marching 
bands, Citizens of the Year dating from 1975, Fire and Police Department 
vehicles, Puppies on Parade, floats, Uncle Sam, clowns and old fashioned 
bicycles! 


After the parade, everyone turned their focus onto the activities on the Green.

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MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATION CENTER 


The Milford Area Communication Center provides police, fire, EMS and DPW 
dispatching services for six (6) towns: Amherst, Greenville, Lyndeborough, 
Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. 


During 1999, we continued to work on the improvements needed to upgrade and 
enhance our radio coverage. In December, we received approval from the FCC 
granting licensing on a new frequency for the Greenville Police Department. 
During the next few months we will be working with the Greenville Police 
Department to put this frequency "on line". The search for a new frequency for 
the two EMS agencies continues. Due to numerous problems, we were not able 
to resolve this issue during 1999. The work will continue next year and we are 
confident that a frequency will be located and that the transition will take place 
smoothly. 


Any equipment that would be affected by the Y2K bug was either upgraded or 
replaced. The Center was Y2K compliant by the end of the year. 


In May, we hosted a state-wide training session for dispatchers that was well 
received. In the near future, we look forward to hosting another such training 
session. 


In the coming year, we will continue to upgrade the radio equipment and 
enhance the radio reception for our member towns. 


In closing, | would like to take this opportunity to again thank the employees of 
the Communication Center for their dedication and hard work. We look forward 
to continuing to provide a professional dispatch service to our member agencies 
and to the communities we serve.

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NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


he Nashua Regional Planning commission provides transportation and land use 

planning services and technical assistance to twelve Hillsborough County 
communities. The NRPC stands ready to assist its member communities with any 
planning and transportation issue of concern. We at the NRPC are grateful for the 
participation of Amherst's NRPC Commissioners: Marilyn Peterman, Martin Michaelis 
and Paul Wenger. 


The following is a brief summary of our accomplishments: 


Transportation Planning 


e Conducted automatic traffic recorder counts at 128 locations throughout the 
region during the course of the year. The Nashua Area Traffic Count Summary 
was published and distributed to the communities. The report provides a 
summary of counts by hour of the day for each location, and also provides 
comparative data and percent change in traffic from previous year's counts. 

e Completed a draft of the NH Route 101 Traffic Study. The purpose of the study 
was to develop recommendations for operational and physical improvements to 
enhance safety and conserve capacity within the NH 101 Corridor. 

e Made considerable progress on bringing commuter rail to the region. NRPC 
completed a major investment study that explored the feasibility of this effort, 
which determined that the proposed extension of MBTA service from Lowell to 
the region would attract a significant number of riders from every community in 
the region. As a result of this effort, the project was recently awarded $1 million 
in federal transportation funds to bring the project forward to the preliminary 
engineering phase. 


Land Use & Environmental Planning 


e Assisted the Souhegan Watershed Association and Lower Merrimack Advisory 
Committee with the citizen water quality monitoring program on the Souhegan 
and Merrimack Rivers. 

e Provided technical assistance for a wetland survey being conducted by the 
Conservation Commission. 

e Worked with all of the communities along the Souhegan River to complete a 
shoreline survey. 


Geographic Information System (GIS) 


e NRPC worked with the Amherst Conservation Commission to complete a 
trailhead map for the Joe English Reservation.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


‘Ps aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire permits are required for any 
opening burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the 
burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable 
by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season, Forest 
Rangers were busy assisting communities with suppression of difficult and 
remote multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also investigated numerous 
complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and 
taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions 
regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. The 1999 fire season was a challenging but safe year for 
wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe drought conditions 
throughout the spring and summer months combined with residual effects of the 
1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to 
burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfire. 
Wildland forest in the urban interface is a serious concern for both landowners 
and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their structures by maintaining 
adequate green space around them and making sure that houses are properly 
identified with street numbers. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the 
quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling 
the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs 
as low as possible.

SYNOPSIS OF DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
FEBRUARY 3, 1999 


@ February 3, 1999, the first deliberative session for the Town of Amherst 
was called to order by Moderator Robert Schaumann at 7:00 p.m. at 
Souhegan High School. This session is required to set the wording and the 
appropriation amounts on the ballot to be voted on Tuesday, March 9, 1999. 
One hundred forty nine voters were in attendance. The meeting began at 7:00 
p.m. The invocation was given by Reverend Andrew Cryans followed by the 
Pledge of Allegiance. Department heads and Town officials were introduced 
along with Town Counsel William Drescher. 


Selectman Marilyn Peterman presented retiring Selectman Richard Verrochi with 
a plaque acknowledging his 15 years of service to the Town. 


Robert Heaton, Chairman of Ways & Means Committee, introduced those 
members and spoke on the issues that were being discussed such as land 
acquisition and recreation plans. 


Moderator Schaumann explained that the purpose of the deliberative session is 
to discuss, deliberate and debate the warrant articles and to confirm or change 
only the wording of the warrant articles including the dollar amounts. Only the 
wording could be amended and, if approved, the amended warrant article would 
appear on the ballot of March 9, 1999. Voting will be at Wilkins School from 7:00 
a.m. to 7:00 p.m. Town officials and zoning amendments will also be voted on 
that day. Moderator Schaumann explained that the rules of the meeting would 
be as in previous years as follows: 


Voters would hold up a yellow card when they voted. 

No amendment to an amendment would be allowed. 

Three minute speaking rule. 

No voter would be allowed to speak twice until any other voter had spoken 
once. 

Voter must state his or her name and address. 

The question may be called only after everyone at the microphone has 
spoken. 

Since there were 20 articles to discuss, no new business would be acted 
upon after 10:45 p.m. unless the will of the meeting would be to continue. 


The rules were accepted by a show of yellow cards. At the completion of each 


warrant article, a motion to restrict reconsideration would be accepted, thereby 
“freezing” the wording on the ballot. 
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Article 2. 

To see if the Town will vote to rescind the 1997 vote for an elected Planning 
Board pursuant to RSA 673:2, II (b) (1), and return to an appointed Planning 
Board pursuant to RSA 673:2, II (a). 


The purpose of this article was to vote to return the Planning Board to an 
appointed position. Selectman Peterman spoke in favor of this article explaining 
that only a few of the positions open last year were filed for and members were 
chosen because of write-in votes. 


The Board of Selectmen and the Ways & Means Committee recommended this 
change. No amendments to this article were allowed by statute. Motion to 
restrict consideration was passed. 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $768,817 for the 
purchase and the FY2000 debt service costs of such municipal land, buildings or 
property interests therein as the Selectmen deem appropriate and in the best 
interest of the Town and to authorize the issuance of not more than $750,000 of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
(RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon with the 
balance to be raised by taxation provided, nevertheless, that the Selectmen shall 
not conclude any such purchase unless and until they have presented to either 
an annual or special town meeting, a warrant article asking the meeting to ratify, 
by a majority 2/3rds vote, the particular parcel chosen by the Selectmen for 
purchase, provided nevertheless that this appropriation shall expire, if not 
implemented within fiscal year 2000 or take action relative thereto (2/3rds vote 
required). 


Selectman Overholt proposed the following amendment: Delete the word 
“2/3rds”. The amendment was seconded and discussion followed. The 
amendment now read “by majority vote”. The Ways & Means Committee 
supports this article. Some residents were concerned that the purchase of a 
parcel of land could pass only by one vote and they thought the 2/3rds majority 
vote should be reinstated. After much discussion for and against, the 
amendment passed. 


Sally Wilkins then moved to act on Articles 16 and 17 because they all dealt with 
land acquisition. 


Article 16. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to be 
transferred to and used by the Amherst Land Trust for the purpose of acquiring 
developable land, development rights or easements, to ensure the maintenance 
and preservation of the scenic and rural character of the town and to minimize 
the tax impact of residential development. Such sum represents the amount of 
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current use recovery fees collected by the town during the current fiscal year, 
less the amount transferred to the Amherst Conservation Commission land fund. 


George Bower moved for the passage of Article 16 and was seconded. Mr. 
Bower explained that the Land Trust was started so that land may be purchased, 
gifts may be accepted, as well as easements and developmental rights. The 
Trust is non-profit. Timing is a big factor when property becomes available. The 
charter forbids any board member from benefiting, only the Town. Because of 
the Trust, the Huckabee land on Horace Greeley Road was acquired and ina 
case like this, the Town would not have been able to act quickly enough. The 
Board of Selectmen recommended a no vote. Mr. Overholt said that Town 
Meeting should have the authority to decide how Town money should be spent, 
not a private Trust. The Selectmen favored Article 3. Ways & Means voted to 
oppose the article. Mr. Verrochi said that land acquisition should be a group 
effort amongst the Town organizations and Articles 16 and 17 involve special 
interests. 


Discussion then went to Article 17. 


Article 17. (By Petition) 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000 to be 
added to the Amherst Town Library Property Fund or take action relative thereto. 


Library Trustee Donald Holden moved for passage of Article 17. He stated that 
a need for library expansion may be necessary in the next 10-15 years. Parcels 
of land in the village are limited and if a parcel became available there would be 
a need for a timely response. The Selectmen recommended a no vote as well 
as Ways & Means. 


Article 3. 

The discussion then resumed regarding the Article 3 wording. The Selectmen 
were asked why they weren't unanimous in their vote on this issue. Mr. Verrochi 
explained that they all supported the article, but disagreed about certain details. 
After further discussion, Peter Hansen wanted to reconsider the wording on 
Article 3. He moved to delete “majority” and insert “2/3rds” and was seconded. 
Comments were made by Burt Knight that it was difficult to get a 2/3rds vote and 
that the will of the Town would be shown by a simple majority. Others thought 
that voters did not want to see items pass by simple majority and a 2/3rds vote 
should be reinstated. The wording on the ballot then passed along with a motion 
to restrict reconsideration of Article 3. 


Vote on Article 16. 

Robert Jackson moved to delete $50,000 and insert “$10.00” and was seconded. 
Other discussion ensued. The Selectmen wanted to accomplish land acquisition 
as a single effort and not by a variety of special interest groups. Finally, a vote 
on the Jackson amendment was defeated. The wording on the article passed as 
originally worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration also passed. 
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Vote on Article 17. 
It was voted to place this article on the ballot with no changes. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 4. 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $5,732,587? Should this article be defeated, 
the operating budget shall be $5,310,668, which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law, the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. This article 
does not include any appropriation articles listed below. 


Selectman Verrochi moved to accept the wording of Article 4. All the department 
budgets were reviewed by the Selectmen. There was little discussion. The 
wording on the ballot was passed as stated. Motion to restrict reconsideration 
passed. 


Article 5. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,860 to fund 
the deficit in the 1998-99 Milford Area Communications Center budget 
appropriation or take action relative thereto. 


The wording on the ballot remained as stated. Motion to restrict reconsideration 
passed. 


Article 6. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $45,000 to fund 
the deficit in the 1998-99 town legal appropriation or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Verrochi advised that legal expenses have increased because of the 
multiple suits facing the Town which requires different counsel. The wording of 
the article passed as stated. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for 
consulting and planning services related to the refurbishment of the Town Hall or 
take action thereto. 


Marilyn Peterman related a history of the Town Hall. She noted that it was a 
historic building and a consultant could address the problems related to its 
heating and electrical systems, make it handicap accessible and also improve 
the space needs. After a short debate, the article was worded on the ballot as 
written. Motion to restrict reconsideration also passed. 
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Because of the time limit in the rules had come and voters did not want to 
continue, the meeting was recessed until Saturday, February 6, 1999 at 9:00 
a.m. . 


RECONVENED MEETING 
FEBRUARY 6, 1999 


Moderator Schaumann reconvened the deliberative session at 9:00 a.m. 61 
registered voters checked in. 


Article 8. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the 
purpose of installing a sprinkler system in the apparatus bay of the Central Fire 
Station to be funded in the following manner: 

Withdrawal From Capital Reserve $7,600 

Raised by Taxation $7,400 
or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Overholt moved for passage of the wording of Article 8. There was 
no discussion. Article was worded on the ballot as written. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the purchase, maintenance and 
refurbishment of fire trucks and to raise and appropriate the sum of $77,000 to 
be placed in this fund or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Overholt moved for passage of the wording of Article 9. Article 
worded on the ballot as submitted. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a three year 
lease/purchase agreement for the purpose of lease/purchasing a recreation 
department vehicle and to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000 for the first 
year payment or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Sherwood moved for passage of the wording for Article 10. 
Selectmen and Ways & Means recommend this article. After a short discussion, 
wording as written was approved. Motion to restrict reconsideration was passed. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable general fund trust fund 
under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Field Development 
Fund, for the purpose of developing recreational fields and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $40,000 toward this purpose. 
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Selectman Sherwood moved for passage of Article 11. Ways & Means voted 5 
against 4 in favor. William Drescher proposed the following wording to the 
amendment: “...provided further that the Selectmen be appointed as agents to 
expend the fund in accordance with RSA-31:19-a”. This amendment passed. 
Peter deBruyn Kops proposed the following amendment: “ ...and further that this 
trust may not accept donations in lieu of taxes or as part of a tax settlement”. 
The amendment failed. The article would be placed on the ballot as first 
amended. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 12. 
To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $500 to support the 
Keystone Hall Program or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Peterman moved for passage of wording. With no discussion 
wording on the ballot will be as written. Motion to restrict reconsideration 
passed. 


Article 13. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 to 
support the Host Homes Program of Milford or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Peterman moved to place this article on the ballot and was seconded. 
Ways & Means supports it by a vote of 7-4. The article was placed on the ballot 
as written. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $11,000 for the 
Town’s one-third share of installing a turning lane on Route 101 at Holly Hill 
Drive or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Overholt moved to place this article on the ballot. Ways & Means 
supported this by a vote of 11-0. Peter Hansen said that maybe we should make 
a turning lane a condition of future subdivisions. Selectman Desmarais advised 
that they already do. This subdivision had been approved a long time ago and 
traffic was not a concern at that time. Article placed on the ballot as submitted. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a three year 
contract with the Amherst Congregational Church to repair the Town-owned 
steeple and to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for the first year 
payment subject to such terms as the Selectmen deem fit and to the extent 
permitted by law or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Verrochi moved to place Article 15 on the ballot. The project would 
take three years to complete. The Town currently owns the steeple which is a 
significant expense. The Selectmen, rather than burdening the Town with a one 
year project of $90,000 requested that a three year contract be entered into with 
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the church. Jack Kunkel of the Ways & Means Committee moved for approval of 
the following amendment: 


“...to the church agreeing to assume ownership upon final payment towards the 
repair and any other terms as the Selectmen deem fit and to the extent permitted 
by law and to further authorize the Selectmen to convey the steeple to the 
Amherst Congregational Church under such terms as both parties may agree”. 
This amendment was withdrawn because Town Counsel Drescher had rewritten 
the article amended as follows: 


Add after $30,000 “...for the first year payment, this being the first of three (3) 
contemplated similar annual payments, (the next two requiring a similar 
appropriation), provided, however, that said appropriation is contingent on the 
written binding agreement from the church, executed within the fiscal year 
ending 06/30/2000, that upon the receipt for the third and final contemplated 
payment, the church will accept title to said steeple from the Town and the 
Selectmen are authorized to execute any documents to the extent permitted by 
law, to carry out the intent of this article”. After a short debate the amendment 
was defeated. 


Peter Hansen moved to move Article 18 forward and discussing that first and 
then going back to Article 15. That motion failed. The Town and church had an 
agreement to fund this repair in three installments, only one installment being 
voted on this year. A motion was made by Peter Hansen to change the figure to 
$90,000 thereby locking that number as the total. The amendment was 
withdrawn at the advice of Mr. Drescher. Thomas Muccino offered the following 
amendment: To insert “...the total value of which will not exceed $90,000”. 
However, last year $10,000 had already been appropriated and the number was 
then changed to “$100,000”. The amendment would be non-binding since next 
year’s meeting may change that. The amendment failed. Ultimately, the article 
was placed on the ballot as written. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 16 and 17 were already decided. 


Article 18. (By Petition ) 

To see if the Town of Amherst will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$90,000 for the refurbishment of the Town steeple on the Congregational Church 
of Amherst or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Verrochi moved to have Article 18 placed on the ballot. 


The motion was made to change the $90,000 figure to $0.00. The motion 
passed due to the outcome of the previously discussed article. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 19. 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into an 
Intermunicipal Agreement relative to the provision of communications services 
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for police, fire, ambulance and other emergency functions with the Milford Area 
Communications Facility or such other facility as the Selectmen deem 
appropriate, upon such terms, for such duration, and upon such conditions as 
the Board of Selectmen, in their discretion find to be in the best interest of the 
Town or take action relative thereto. 


Selectman Steve Desmarais moved to place this article on the ballot. There was 
no discussion and was placed on the ballot as written. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the purpose of the Rescue Squad Capital 
Reserve Fund to include maintenance and refurbishing of the ambulances or 
take action relative thereto. (2/3rds vote required). 


Selectman Sherwood moved to place this article on the ballot. Selectmen and 
Ways & Means support this article. It was placed on the ballot with no changes. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 21. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to elect, by ballot, a Town Highway Agent for a term 
of two (2) years under New Hampshire RSA Chapter 231:62-a to discharge 
duties under New Hampshire RSA Chapter 231:62, and 231:63, said election for 
Town Highway Agent first to occur at the annual Town Meeting in the year 2000. 


This was a petition article and Selectman Desmarais spoke against it. The 
petitioner did not appear. Mr. Desmarais moved that this article be placed on the 
ballot. No amendments were allowed and it was placed on the ballot without 
discussion. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 22. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to remove the short section of pavement at the 
corner of Sunset Road and Boston Post Road, bring the area up to grade with 
loam and seed, to replace current walkway with sidewalk and to complete this 
project during FY2000 or take action relative thereto. A map of this area will be 
posted at the polls. 


This was also a petition article. David Herlihy proposed that this article be 
placed on the ballot. Selectmen opposed this article due to safety issues. The 
article was placed on the ballot as stated. Motion to restrict reconsideration 
passed. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11:22 a.m.
